BIG GUNS IN ACTION 
AS DEMONSTRATION 
. FOR VISITORS 


An insight in the intricacies of Hong Kong’s 
fortress defence system and an opportunity of 
seeing one of the big guns in action was among 
of the most interesting experiences of the Isling- 
ton Corinthians’ stay in Hong Kong, in a visit 
paid to the new Forts at Stanley as the guests of 


the Area Sports Board. 

Lieut. BE. 1. B. Neil,’ Football 
Seerctary of the Hong Kong Area 
Sports Board, and Major Yates, 
R, A., conducted the party — to 
Stanley. 

BARRACK BUILDINGS 

First thing to strike the visitors 
waa the extensive building: activity 
on newly commenced blocks — of 
buildings which the visitors were 
told to be barracks when — met 
hy Colonel A, Burrows, C. R.A 
Major J. M. Smith, t.

So much we all know; but 
what was the motive for this 
“Purge?” 


French criminal law has a pra- 
cedure that ocensionally gives 
xood results, The Magistrate, with 
the aid of experts, “reconstitutes 
the crime.” I propose to apply this 
method to the German Purge. 

Why, on Tuesday, February 1, 
did Hitler cause General yon 
Fritsch to be arrested? One does 
not arrest the head of one’s army 
merely because he ran past the 
trafic lights, or forgot to renew 
his doy licence, What, then, had 
the general done? : 

The explanations offered in the 
daily Press are {nteresting, but 
unsatisfying. At first we were told 
that von Fritsch had voiced the 
annoyance of the Prussian officer 
caste, because the War Minister, 
Marshal von Blomberg married 
“beneath him.” ‘ 

It may be so, but does one ar- 
rest the head of a great army 
because of a suggestion that he 
may be a snob? 


A few days Inter the story ran 


that General von Fritsch was out 
of sympathy with Nazi foreign 
policy. He could feel no enthusi- 
asm for the Rome-Berlin axis, be- 
cause he thought poorly of the Ita- 
Ilan army. He disliked the triplo 
alliance amgainst; Communism 
(meaning the Soviet Union) be- 
cause he thought well of the Red 
Army. : 

Now this Inck of. sympathy 
might be a good reason for sack- 
ing the general but not for arrest- 
ing him, To arrest a soldier whom 
tena of thousands of officers reg- 
pect as their chief, isa risky ac- 
tion. :

MONARCHIST PLOT 


Ia this o clue? On this same 
Tuesday, according to the “Daily 
Telegraph,” the General expected 
the British and French ambassa- 
dors to dinner, His arrest pre- 
yented a pleasant social gather- 
ing. 

Was that all? Rumour sald so 
loudly that the general wag ar- 
rested for treagonable dealings 
with the French, that M. Daladier, 
French Minister of War, had to 
deny his supposed share in those 
dealings.

FEITSCH A REBEL 


Two such coincidencea associat- 
ed with o genecral’s arrest are a 
large allowatce. Besides, It was 
not only von Fritsch who was 
sacked. Fourteen generals fell 
with him, ond many senfor offl- 
cora also, That looks iike a plot.

There {8 no doubt about his 
loyalty to the Rome-Berlin axis 
and the triple pact against Rus- 
sin; of the latter he was the au- 
thor. From him the Foreign Office 
know what to expect, He would 
never follow von Fritsch by mak- 
an exclusive deal with London and 
Paris. 

What Claud Cockburn haa re- 
vealed in his brilliant Httte paper, 
“The Week,” is probably accurate. 


Yon Ribbentrop demanded 
from London not merely a Jean, 
but the entry of Grent Britain 
into the triple alliance with 
Germany, Italy and Japan, 
against Russia, 


That is not in line with the pre- 
sent policy of Downing Street. 
Professor Gilbert Murray has 
published tho fact that the British 
Government recently made ao 
startling statement to the Ameri- 
can Government. It offered to fol- 
low any American initiative for 
action to restrain Japan, no mat- 
ter what degree of risk is in- 
volved. , 

I beliove that statement to be 
accurate, From a good source I 
can add-to it on my. own account 
another even more surprising. 

On behalf of the British Gov- 
ernment, this question was recent- 
ly addressed to the Soviot Union: 


In the event of Anglo-Ameri- 
can action against Japan, would 
it be willing to, attack the Ja- 
panese {n China with its Army? 


Tho Ruastana roplisd by asking 
another question: 


In that event, would - Great 
Britain guarantee tholr Western 
Frontier? 


Tho answer was—sllence, which 
silence, which meonns o negative. 


FRIENDS WITH ITALY 


My story now returns to Europe, 
Tt was in the mind of tho Govern- 
ment that it may bo involved in 
“action” (meaning naval doings) 
against Japan. What was under 
consideration was a long-distance 


Well, then, if Germany could 
not be reconciled, the “axis” 
must be broken at the other end 
—in Rome. Italy must be 
brought out of her alliance with 
Berlin. 


The Government acted prompt- 
ly on this inspiration. Instantly, 
nfter Hitler's Purge, . the whole 
inapired and censored Capitaliat 
Press began to tell us that Mus- 
solini had had a chenge of heart, 
that he would withdraw his trcops 
from Spain, and conclude yet an- 
other “Gentleman’s Agreement” 
with Britain. 

There were frequent talks with 
Count Grandi, and the whole dis- 
ciplined Press fel}, rather clumai- 
ly, on the Duce’s neck, . 

Possibly Mussolini will with- 
draw his infantry; but the Italian 
and German technical troops will 
remain, 


Franco” has all the bombing 
planes he wants, and, in addition, 
Britain will give him formal “re- 
cognition,” carrying with it the 
right to enforce a legal blockade. 

If that dovs not destroy the Re- 
public, the next step may be Bri- 
tish mediation. Given the Tory 
attitude toward the Republic and 
the new cordiality to Mussolini, 
one can predict without risk what 
that will mean, 


It will alm at creating a con- 
servative-capitalist regime in 
Spain, which Italy will then cx- 
ploit, together with Aybssinia, 
with the aid of a British loon. 
Tho City will become a sleeping 
partner in the Roman Empire. | 


SPAIN WILL PAY 


I have now “reconstructed the 
crime” to the best of my ability.

It failed, and {natantly the Gov- 
ernment revised {ts plans. To-day, 
not Germany but Italy is the 
friond with whom it will co- 
operate. Yesterday it was prepared 
to buck the Monarchist reaction 
in Berlin, ‘To-day, it dreams of us- 
ing its money to buttress Fascism 
in Romo, 


Spain will pay for this re- 
conciljution. It adopts these 
dodges becnuse it will not pay 
the price of a common front 
with Russia and France — a 
guarantee of Russia’s uecurity 
in Europe. 


I repeat, then,, the warning 1 
gave at Christmas. No Socialist 
ought to back this Government, 
even if, for commercial and strate- 
gical reasons, it seems to be turn- 
ing ayainst Japan. 

It will betray Europe to save its 
investments in Shanghai. ,

Japan has experienced 2 quick 
change over from feudalism to en nie 
talintic industry.

The eoapat ition of this cheap Ia- 
bour helped to increase the cycle of 
depression in other countries and, it 
appeara, the profits from the indus- 
trinl expansion in Japan did not ‘be- 
neflt the workers in Japan, Thus jn- 
stend of creating a home - market 
there came a presing need for foreign 
matkets. The demand for expansion, 
{inherent in the present set-up of cn- 
pitatistic production, and the friction 
arising from the intense competition 
betwoen on increasing number of in- 
dustrial nations is resulting in war 
conditions. 

Some reader will say “But that is 
becauss Japan is more or loss a toe 
talitarian stato!"’ 

ENGLAND'S WEALTH 

It has been estimated that 45% of 
the wenlth of England 1s owned by 
b% of the population. Again the 


emphasis is not on the ownership, 
hut on the uneconomic and — unfair 
distribution of the results of pro- 
duction. 


A more senoible distribution of pro- 
fits may not be an absolute cure-all, 
but it will help to maintain a better 
cquilibrlum etween consumption 
and production, tesson the danger of 
recurrent periodic break-downs in 
the finuneial system. 

Deforo giving the brief details of 
the proposed reforms I must go into 
the social implications of our present 
system, giving human and realistic 
exumples rather’ than theoretical 
averages, 

I know an athletic young profes- 
sor, who stated with conviction that, 


if it ever came‘to fighting between 
Communiaw and Capftalism, | he 
would be on the side of Communism. 


T know an old und trusted Govern- 
ment servant in Hong Kong, who was 
enthusiastic about the relatively hu- 
mun atmosphere of other porte. Even 
the Scots padre was inclined to be 
emotional in accusing the middle- 
class in Tong Kong of depravity. 

Where there is smoke there is a 
fire. The reverend Scot is to be con- 
gratulated upon his generous feolings 
for the under-privileged, rather than 
upon his. anulytien! faculties, The

applied to engineering. The produc- 
tive machine appenrs to be able to 
care for the effective buying powor 
of the world, Perhaps the Professor

SOUR GRAPES?

An nnonymous writer must risk 
being accused of sutfering from sour 
grapes if he attempts the diMeult 
task of analysing o social system, 
which is a devitalised relic of the

Rev. J.D. McLean & Catholic 


Social Service - 


Sir,—-The Rev. J. D. MacLean 
‘yend about Cathelle social service 
and about tho saints who had 
been canonised for the part they 
had played in it ina book present- 
ed to him by some friends on his 
departure from the Colony, and 
entitled “Saints and Social Work.” 
Then in an article of his, which 
appeared in this paper on Feb. 13 
last, ‘he had ocension to deal with 
the subject; and from what he 
had to say, It appeared that he 
had based his remarks merely on 
what he had gathered from a 
perusal of the book in question. 

Among other things he remark- 
ed, “Funnily enough, however, ] 
do not find the Catholic approach 
to socinl service any more satis- 
fying to my belief in the true na- 
ture of man (than the Communist 
approach). While it does differ 
sharply from those of the follow 
era of modern philanthropy 48 
well as the Communists, it fails 
to satisfy me because it leaves 

the bald 
economic facts upon which alone 
the Communist bases his action 
and his appeal. The Catholic ap- 
proach accepts the modern Capi- 
talist valuation’ of life and of sv- 
leiety and proceeds to pour itself 
out In virtue-making service with- 
out recognising its economic res- 
ponsibility to God and to man— 
its responsibility to purticipate 
intelligently, if not actually to 
lead, in-changing — the economic 
syscem, in supplanting — it with 
some other better able to achieve 
the ideals of justice and peuce, a 
system more truly in keeping with 
{ts own conception of the dignity 
and eternal worth of man.” 

If that book has really given 
him such an idea of Catholic s0- 
cial service as is exprossed by the 
above quotation from his article 
then it must have gone wrong by 
omission on the subject in ques- 
tion. But does that book propose 
te deal with the whole subject in 
all ite aspects? 

Other remarks flowed from the 
pen of Rey. Mr, MacLean. For 
example, “no philosophy of poor 
rellef is complete which docs not 
include a revolutionary and dyna- 
mic conception of socicty, a con-~ 
ception of society upon that at- 
tainment of which the very neces- 
sity for a philosophy of poor fra- 
Hef will have vanished.” Every 
thinking porson, non-Catholic or 
Catholic, agrees with this. And, 
again, “is there anything iniqui- 
tous in working for a just distri- 
bution of-the wealth of the earth 
and of the products of men’s la- 
bour that it should not be includ- 
od in the Catholic philosophy of 
social service?” All thinking 
mon aro agreed that far from be- 
ing intquitous it, is actually: a 
duty to work for a just dlstribu- 
ton of the wealth of the earth 
and of the products of men’s la- 
bour. ‘But Catholics were sur- 
prised and a bit pained to sco 
Rov, Mr. MacLean write that they 
of all porsons have hod no de- 
finite philosophy of socinl sorvice. 
Facts of Catholic Social Service 

“A fow facta atid remarks about 
Catholic social servico may thore- 
foro not be out of place herc. Ca- 
tholic soclal service takea “two 
forma that work at the same timo, 


but not necessarily through the 
same persons or the same pious 
societies or religious congrega- 
tiona. These forms aret-— 


(a) material and immediate re- 
lief of the poor; and 

(b) ‘a definite running philoso- 
phy concerning society and 
economics, 


The philosophical part was and 
has always been naturally  de- 
veloped first. Definite directions 
will shortly be given as to where 
to find the philosophical part that 
appertains most suitably to mo- 
dern times and conditions. 


We in Hong Kong are all fami- 
liar with the first form of Catho- 
lic charity, thanks to the publicity 
it has received from the local 
secular Press. . 

But with the Catholic philoso- 
phy of social fe, with its poll- 
tieal and economic implications, 
the Hong Kong public, except Ca- 
tholics who do read the Catholic 
Press, are not familiar at all, be- 
couse the ordinary daily or week- 
ly paper has so for given little. if 
any, publicity to it. 

So it ia necessary.to let Rev. Mr. 
MacLean and others interested in 
the subject know thac there exists 
in the Colony the Hong Kong Ca- 
tholic Truth Society, which is iv 
the position to direct anyone tou 
thorough knowledge of Catholic 
social philosophy. —

This question is rather 
unfortunate—and that, because 
the Salesian Order: was founded, 
like others, for immediate needs 
arising out of the Capitalist order 
of society. Their main social 
work, a8 all know, la to rescue 
poor boys. For the moment 
therefore it is futile to call upon 
the Salesian Fathers to draw up 
a wage-scale, for example.  Be- 
sides, there are so many other 
Catholics in the world to do what 
the Rev. Mr. MacLean would like 
to see the Salesian Order do. 
Conclusion : 

Nothing more need be added ex- 
ctpt this:—that acquaintance 
with Catholic social philosophy Ja 
bound to make one know that the 
Catholic Church disapproves both 
the Capitalist and the Communist 
order of society.

“ SILVER INTEREST 


China's interest In silver remainn 
dependent on its conversion {nto a 
currency reserve fund in gold or 
foreign exchange. Thus, during the 
year, large amounts of silver were 
shipped from Hong Kong to foreign 
countries on account of China, Last 
summer Dr, H. H. Kung made an 
arrangement with Mr. Morgenthau 
for the ear-marking of gold’ agninst 
Chinese . silver. This was supple- 
mentary to the agreement of May 
1936 under which the United States 
Treasury had already arranged to 
purchnea regular and substantial 
amounts of silver from Chinn und to 
provide facilities in United Staten 
dollar exchange for currency stabili- 
sation purposes. 

No official figures ore avai'able 
to show what funds in gold or for- 
eign exchange are held by the
